It is called “Closing the Ring,” 
and it brings the reader right up 
to the moment when the Nor- 
mandy invasion fleet is oh the 
channel en route to the soon- 
to-be-bloodied beaches. 

Naturally, it includes all the 
meetings with the late Franklin 
_D. Roosevelt and Joseph Stalin. 


And while the book is yet a few 
days away from public sale and 
the reviews not now in order, I 
have read an advance copy and 
think I may with propriety pluck 
from it a little bit of the Elliott 
Roosevelt episode, which ap- 
peared.in Mr. E. Roosevelt’s book 
in an expanded form, since Mr. 
Roosevelt is currently touring 
here and there in the Southeast. 


Somehow, or other, the 
Churchill recitation differs con- 
siderably from that in Mr. 
Roosevelt’s book, which was 
written after his lamented fa- 
ther’s death. 


Mr. E. Roosevelt did not tell 
us, for example, he was not in- 
vited. Indeed, one gathers that 
Mr. Churchill thought him boor- 
ish and ill-mannered. 

The occasion was Stalin’s din- 
ner at Tehran to a strictly lime 
ited company — Stalin, Molotov, 
President Roosevelt, Harry Hop- 
kins, Averell Harriman, Clark 
Kerr, Anthony Eden and, of 
course, Winston Churchill. 


Method 


Presently Elliott Roosevelt... 
appeared at the door—and some- 
body beckoned him to come in, 
writes Churchill. 

It was, apparently, a strategic 
bit of barging in. Since -he 
stood at the door it was neces- 
sary to tell him to come in, to 
go away or allow him to stand 
there. Since he was the Presi- 
dent's son somebody beckoned. 

Elliott came right in and pulled 
up a chair. 

Not only that, 
“intervened in 
tion” and has since “given a 
highly colored and extremely 
“misleading account of what he 
heard,” the British prime min- 
ister writes. 

Harry Hopkins, who wrote an 
account of the same dinner, said 
that Stalin was in one of his 
rare, genial moods and was en- 
gaged in “teasing” Winston 
Churchill. This Churchill himself 
confirms and adds that he did 
not resent it until the teasing 
took a turn which disturbed 
him, Stalin began to talk in 
terms of capturing and shooting 
the best 50,000 technicians in 
the Gerrnan army. 

Apparently they all joined in 
teasing Churchill,. and the Brit- 
ish prime minister did not realize 
it still was teasing until he 
caught Eden’s eve and gestures, 
which indicated the Churchill leg 
was being pulled. 

But, at this moment Elliott 
Roosevelt, who had been doing a 
lot of talking, arose and made 
a speech in which he said Stalin’s 
idea was a fine one and that 
he, Elliott Roosevelt, was sure 
“the United States Army would 
accept it.” 

This was more gall and 
frontery than Churchill could 
endure, so he left the table and 
walked into the next room where 
the air was fresher. There, with- 
in a minute, he was joined by 
Stalin and Molotov, both grin- 
ning broadly and both also in 
need of fresh air. They clapped 
Churchill on the shoulder and 
told him they were but playing 
and having a bit of fun. 

The next day was Churchil]l’s 
birthday, November 30. He was 
host at a dinner in the evening 
‘at the British embassy. Elliott 
Roosevelt was not among those 
invited, a careless oversight, we 
may be sure, though no regret 
is expressed. Also, there seems 
to have been a number of guards 
about and on this evening Flliott 
Roosevelt did not even appear 
at the door and stand there for 
invitation,

From these books, and more 
particularly this latest one, there 
comes a picture which makes the 
present even more difficult to 
understand. And I find myself 
wishing, and hoping, that 
Churchill may be able to bring 
off another meeting with Stalin. 
Stalin did not like Churchill, but 
he respected him. 

Also, it is important, I think, 
that these Churchill books be 
read. They are a bit heavy for 
high schools, but assuredly col- 
lege libraries should have them 
and, I assume, do. They will make 
up a good winter's reading for 
any with a liking for history.

We liked Revenue Commissioner John B. 
Dunlap as we saw and heard him on an 
NBC television program, “Meet the Press.”

Anthony Eden 
Appeals to Reason 


Britain’s able foreign secretary, Anthony 
Eden, made a masterful speech to the UN 
meeting in Paris yesterday, but in reality it 
was addressed to the Russians. 


He called upon them to join in a real 
effort to find peace, by putting aside the 
major issues temporarily and seeking a step- 
by-step solution to war. 

“Let us grasp the definite and limited 
problems and work for their practical solu- 
tion,” he said, in a speech of reason and good 
will in marked contrast to the rabid rantings 
of Soviet Minister Vishinsky: Eden didn't 
just talk. He gave them a program. It is 
this: 

1. End the war in Korea; 

2. Reunite Germany through free demo- 
cratic elections; 

3. Give Austria a treaty ending the occu- 
pation by France, Britain, the Soviet Union 
and the United States; 

4. Admit Italy to the United Nations. 

That makes sense. All are relatively small 
matters. Yet their solution would find us 
well on the way to peace. 

His address was excellent and the West is 
fortunate that he, the new minister of the new 
British government, was the man to make it. 

Let’s keep talking. 

It’s cheaper than all-out war and it kills 
fewer men.

Was This 
Really Necessary? 


Now that Juan Peron has been re-elected 
President of Argentina, we are prone to won- 
der why an election was held at all. 

The balloting was in the best totalitarian 
tradition. It was accompanied by a staged 
attempt at revolution, enabling the Peronistas 
to gain sympathy and destroy the opposition. 

The election was preceded by a campaign 
against the press, denying the opposition the 
opportunity to express itself. Suppression of 
La Prensa stilled the only remaining potent 
opposition to the Peron regime. 

It is*encouraging, however, that the op- 
position, led by Dr. Ricardo Balbin, polled 
as many votes as it did. Even after the 
Peronistas prevented the use of equal cam- 
paign facilities, there still is a strong and 
potent group fighting to be heard. 

We can perhaps expect the Perons, Juan 
and Eva, to continue their campaign of liqui- 
dating this opposition in the true manner of 
dictators after this election victory. We 
would not be at all surprised if the formality 
of holding elections were not eliminated dur- 
ing the next six years. Where Eva and Juan 
are concerned, why bother?

Georgia’s Exports 
Climbing Upward 


Georgia's exports more than doubled in 
the first six months of 1951 as compared 
with the corresponding period last year, an 
encouraging report by the U. S. Department 
of Commerce reveals. 

These shipments to other countries from 
the state from January to June were valued 
at $25,900,000, compared with only $10,500,- 
000 for the same period last year. 

This is good news to Georgians. It makes 
all the more important that port develop- 
ments at Savannah and Brunswick be car- 
ried forward with all possible speed. 

Exports from Georgia include naval stores 
to Cuba, Germany, Brazil and the United 
Kingdom, manufactured and raw cotton and 
other fibers to The Netherlands, Italy, Nor- 
way, and Australia; paper and related prod- 
ucts to a dozen nations, large quantities of 
_lumber, and agricultural machinery parts to 
many countries of the globe. 

It is good to find Georgia holding its own 
in commerce, as it is to see the state leading 
in other fields.

Secretary Frank Pace Jr. recently pointed 
out that two out of every three federal tax 
dollars will be spent for defense during 1952. 
The Army alone will spend about nine and a 
half billion dollars for its program. 


The secretary did not go into detail about 
the additional dollars which must go into 
paying off the national debt and the cost of 
past wars. It would figure upwards of 80 
per cent of the total cost of government. 

Facing these realities and the realities 
that some day there will be a saturation point 
for taxes beyond which we cannot go, the 
people of the United States can and should 
demand every possible economy from their 
government. They should remember, how- 
ever, that it was “economy” which disarmed 
this nation and placed her in a position where 
another hasty and costly rearmament was 
necessary.

Louisiana’s Senator Allen J. Ellender recently 
criticized this country’s newspapers, not on 
grounds of their content but of their size. 

He said, “They are using too much paper.” 
His obvious implication was that a reduction in 
size was in order as a means of fighting the paper 
shortage, even though the newspapers pay for all 
newsprint they require. 

If the senator will look around him, however, 
he will find a prodigal use of newsprint right in 
his own back vard. Every day the Congressional 
Record prints an appendix, which is filled with 
matter which congressmen have been granted 
‘leave to print.” It contains after-dinner 
speeches, magazine articles, editorials, poems, and 
whatever else a senator or representative may 
care to put back there. 

A check made of an average 12-day period 
shows that the Record in that time printed 307 
pages of such appendix items. Minimum esti- 
mated cost to the taxpayers was $82 per page.

If Mr. Truman had wanted to 
be more convincing, he might 
have included the Pearson story 
in his denial of what Krock had 
written. It is hardly likely that 
the Pearson piece was not 
brought to his attention, since it 
is published in Washington as 
well as in a number of other 
cities over the country. 


The New York Times man 
had the offer of the nomina- 
tion being made to the fam- 
ous general during his meet- 
ing with the President at the 
White House while here the 
first of last week. The Pear- 
son account of the offer was 
given a timing of six months 
ago or more. 


Whatever the facts in the 
case, a clear-cut suspicion has 
been forming here for some time 
that the President has had that 
sort of a program in mind all 
along. It is a thought that has 
permeated political thinking 
and has acted as a damper on 
the spirits of those Republican 
leaders who are out to draft 
Eisenhower for the GOP nomi- 
nation. 

One of the little things that 
has contributed to the suspicion 
was the way Mr. Truman re- 
acted to the endorsement of 
General Eisenhower for the Re- 
publican nomination by the 
New York Herald - Tribune, 
leading GOP publication in the 
East. Asked what he thought 
of the paper’s endorsement, the 
President réplied something to 
the effect that the Republicans 
could not pick a better man for 
the presidency. He seemed to 
subscribe to everything the 
Herald-Tribune said and more. 
It is unusual for a presidential 
contender to give such glowing 
praise to a man who might be 
his rival. 

But the thing that gives real 


substance to the suspicion that 
has arisen that Mr. Truman 
will pick the general as his 
successor lies in the political 
logistics of the situation. If 
the President, as most of his 
party leaders seem to believe, 
has no intention of running for 
a third term, then he would 
naturally want the Democrats 
to put up their strongest can- 
didate. Whether he is a candi- 
date or not, the record of the 
Truman Administration will be 
the chief issue in the next cam- 
paign. 

If the Democratic ticket is de- 
feated Mr. Truman will leave 
office with the stigma of defeat 
for his party. He would be 
blamed for the defeat, even 
though he is not a candidate. 
On the other hand, if the Dem- 
ocrats win he would be able 
to climb into an ivory tower and 
bask in glory as the party’s 
elder statesman. That would 
be all the more true if he hand- 
picked the man to succeed him. 

It is because everything works 
out on paper in favor of the 
general’s selection that the sus- 
picion is held that the President 
has or is moving in that direc- 
tion. Hence a lot of people think 
there may be something to the 
Krock story, despite the official 
denials.

Second, all prices proposed by 
the Iranians for the sale of their 
oil were not acceptable to. the 
British. Moreover, the prices of- 
fered were regarded by other in- 
ternational oil company officials, 
including the American, as being 
so advantageous to Iran that the 
proposed Iranian pric e-level 
might jeopardize all other inter- 
national oil agreements in the 
Middle East, Venezuela and else- 
where. 

There is a lot of contradictory 
information in this town about 
precisely what price levels seemed 
acceptable to Mossadegh. Indeed,

The prices he demanded, how- 
ever, in the opinion of the British 
and of some United States oil ex- 
perts, would have placed him in 
an advantageous position in rela- 
tion to other countries which now 
lease oil rights, and thus might 
have jeopardized the whole world 
oil-agreements structure. 

Moreover, the Iranians insisted 
that no foreign company, national 
or international, should be granted 
a monopoly in the marketing of all 
Iran’s oil production.

erwise. 


SLIM CHANCES 

In view of President Truman’s 
repeated statement that he would 
meet with Stalin only in Washing- 
ton, and Stalin’s apparent unwill- 
-jngness to go outside the Soviet 
Union, it would thus appear that, 
there is little or no chance of an 
early meeting between the heads’ 
of governments of the Big Three 
or the Big Four. Certainly, as the 
situation stands at present there 
is understood to be no chance of 
Churchill going to Moscow alone. 

However, it was felt that Eden's’ 
speech had improved the atmo-| 
sphere after the exchange between| 
Vishinsky and Acheson last week.| 
The Polish representative, Stefan | 
Wierblowski, who spoke Monday} 
afternoon a few hours after Eden, | 
attacked Western Powers with the 
same violence that Vishimsky dis- 
played; but there is a general’ 
feeling Vishinsky overplayed his 
hand with the statement he had! 
not been able to-sleep for laugh- 
ing at the Big Three disarmament 
proposal. 

Vishinsky Monday requested 
permission to make another state- 
ment in the opening debate, and 
this may show whether the Krem- 
lin, after reflection on the situa- 
tion, has decided to use milder 
tactics. The reaction of many of 
the delegates was expressed by 
Lester B. Pearson, Canadian 
Minister of External Affairs, who 
suggested Vishinsky’s laughter 
had revealed an‘ uneasy conscience 
and said he hoped that when the 
assembly’s political and security 
committee considered the Big 
Three proposal, the “Soviet dele- 
gation may be able to help us 
realize rather than to laugh at the 
deepest hopes of mankind.” 


ALL MEN FALLIBLE 


Eden, after emphasizing that 
the peoples of the British Com- 
monwealth and the United States 
wanted action and were trying to 
get it, also referred to Vishinsky’s 
statement declaring, “yet our pro- 
posals are laughed to- scorn.” 

However, he said he did not 
believe that “in any dispute one 
party is 100 per cent a black vil- 
lain and the other 100 per cent 
snow white,” adding that “all men 
are fallible and peace can onlv 
rest on mutual forbearance and 
restraint.” ! 

Eden then pointed out that the 
Big Three disarmament proposal 
met the previous Soviet objections 
by grouping the questions of dis- 
armament and atomic control and! 
said they constituted a practical | 
approach. Following the lead of 
Acheson, he then listed the politi- 
cal questions on which it would be 
necessary to have a settlement: 
An armistice in Korea, agreement 
on United Nations - supervised 
German elections, a peace treaty 
with Austria and admission of 
Italy to the United Nations. 

Many delegates, recalling the 
fact that Eden had led the fight 
in the League of Nations against 
Mussolini’s invasion of Ethiopia, 
listened with special interest to 
his statement that “this nation, 
with its freely elected government 
- and its ancient glorious traditions, 
should be represented here.” 


SMART APPEARANCE 


Eden, who wore a dark blue suit 
and black-and-white tie presented 
the same smartly dressed ap- 
pearance in his first speech in the 
United Nations that he did during 
his eareer at Geneva before the 
war. 

In addition to being the only 
leading figure of the League who 
-is present at this session of the 
assembly, Eden was one of the few 
present Monday who took a re- 
sponsible share in- drafting the 
charter at San Francisco. Monday 
he took the opportunity of his 
first appearance to “declare that 
my own faith in the principles 
and purposes of our charter is 
unshaken.” 

Pearson, however, was much 
Jess optimistic, declaring that if 
the East-West split “persists and 
grows deeper and more danger- 
ous, then the United Nations, as 
we know it now, as we formed it 
in San Francisco, may disappear. 
With that disappearance the risk 
of a war, in which everything 
worth having would also disap- 
pear, would become immeasure- 
ably greater.”

They have advised the United 
States that Whitehall will insist 
in any eventual settlement of the 
Anglo-Iranian oil quarrel that 
Britain should receive 50 per cent 
of the profits in terms of sales 
of petroleum products—although 
no longer does the United King- 
dom demand irrevocably a par- 
ticipation in the _ direction of 
whatever company succeeds the 
former Auglo-Iranian concern, 


INTERESTS THREATENED 


The British argue emphatically 
that their economic structure de- 
pends upon the fact that one third 
of their exports are “invisible.” 
If a fair solution is not arrived 
at in Ifan, all other international 
partnerships in which London is 
involved would be threatened — 
whether in Iraq or in Venezuela. 

Therefore Britain continues to 
demand a fair compensation for 
what she is losing in the shape 
of Abadan’s billion-dollar re- 
finery. This compensation would 
be quite acceptable in the form 
of petroleum products rather than 
actual currency. 

The United States has already 
been advised of the basic‘: facts 
connected with this viewpoint 
and such negotiations as have 
been taking place with Mossadegh 
in Washington are directly re- 
lated to this attitude of the 
Churchill government. 

If the matter of arranging a 
satisfactory formula for Middle 
Eastern defense has not yet been 
settled along lines of the project 
publicized Sunday by the United 
States, Britain, France and Tur- 
key, Churchill will undoubtedly 
discuss this problem with Truman 
and his advisers.

Landrum, 
still a captain in the reserves, 
served 28 months in Europe “with- 
out a scratch” and came out of 
the service in November, 1946. 


The ex-Mercerite served as 
assistant coach to O. V. Bruner 
at Roosevelt High from the fall 
of 1947 until he was named 
head coach at Grady, succeed- 
ing Rufus Godwin in January, 
1950. 


He knew the thrill of winning a 
state championship his second year 
at Roosevelt. Landrum handled 
the cage team in its final two 
state tournament games in which 
it captured the championship 
while Coach Bruner was ill ‘iin a 
hospital.

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Cobalt Bomb for Cancer 


Treatment Is Unveiled 


Radioactive Element Superior 


To X-Ray, Radium in Therapy - 


By ROBERT K. PLUMB

LONDON, Ont., Nov. 12—A cobalt bomb to fight cancer, 
which contains the most powerful radioactive source ever 


used for a peaceful purpose, was dedicated at Victoria Hos- 


pital here Monday. 


Heart of the deviee is a slug of hope. In any case it is cheaper. 


silvery-grey cobalt about the size 
of a stack of four 25-cent pieces 
which has been, for the past year, 
lying in the fiery heart of Can- 
ada’s Chalk River (Ont.) nuclear 
reactor. During this year’s “‘cook- 
ing,” about 5 per cent of the nat- 
ural cobalt 59 in the slug was 
changed to radioactive cobalt 60 
by the intense neutron flux in 
the Canadian atomic furnace. For 
the next five years, the deadly 
man-made cobalt will provide a 
steady stream of gamma rays to 
be focused on deep-seated tumors 
seen at the London Clinic of 
the Ontario Cancer Foundation. 

The bomb itself is a -bullet- 
shaped mass of two tons of steel 
and lead, with the radioactive 
cobalt source at its center. Mas- 
sive shielding around the cobalt 
heart of the device protects phy- 
sicians and technicians working 
with the bomb and it focuses a 
one-inch beam of radiation on 
malignancies deep within the body 
of a patient. 


NO “CURE” FOR CANCER 


Canadian radiatiom therapists 
and physicians here emphasized 
bomb is in no 
sense conceived as a “cure” for 
cancer. The device provides a 
new and a very powerful radia- 
tion source. It is not believed to 
be more effective in treating can- 
cer than are conventional pow- 
erful X-ray machines or radium 
treatment units. Further tests *will 
have to be conducted to determine 
whether the new radiation de- 
vice is more destructive to can- 
cerous tissue and less destruc- 
tive to normal tissues than X-ray 
or radium. But everyone hopes 
that the cobalt bomb will be more 
effective, though there is little 
biological evidence on which to 


The cobalt beam unit ‘has been 
tested on nie patients with the 
results to date inconclusive, re- 
ported Dr. Ivan H. Smith, di- 
rector of the London Clinic. 

A cobalt radiation source for 
a therapeutic beam has long 
been of great interest to radiolo- 
gists. One is planned for a hos- 
pital in Houston, Texas. It will 
be in operation when the Cana- 
dian Chalk River reactor produces 
enough cobalt 60—a half dozen 
cobalt bombs will be available 
next summer, after they have 
“cooked” another year in north- 
ern Ontario. The one working 
here is the world’s first. 


U. S. WORK UNKNOWN 


No details of the neutron inten- 
Sity achieved by great production 
reactors of the United States at 
Hanford, Washington, have been 
released. Other American piles, 
however, are not capable of mak- 
ing cobalt “hot” enough to pro- 
duce a beam, even after a year 
or more “in the oven” similar to 
this. Cobalt wires and needles 
for implanting directly in tumors 
have been produced at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., but these have a much low- 
er intensity than the tiny cobalt 
Slug produced in northern On- 
tario. 

The Canadian government has 
not produced atomic weapons since 
the end of the war, so its Chalk 
River facilities have been avail- 
able entirely for the production 
of medical and industrial atomic 
materials. In the United States, 
theoretically, at least, some part 
of the plutonium (A-bomb ma- 
terial) production of the Hanford 
works would have to be sacrificed 
if cobalt 60 or any other man- 
made isotope were produced. As 
far as has been publicly an-

nounced, the sacrifice has not been 
made, 

Calculations by the Canadian 
government indicate that the co- 
balt bomb here reaches the inten- 
sity of 2,500 curies, which would 
be the rough equivalent of $50,- 
000,000 of naturally-radioactive 
radium. Not that much radium is 
available on earth. The intensity 
of the cobalt beam exceeds that 
of the most powerful X-ray ma- 
chines and the bomb is much 
cheaper, less cumbersome, phys- 
icists agree. 

Because the radiation is very 
intense, the applications of the 
new Canadian cobalt bomb have a 
unique advantage: weight for 
weight, the Chalk River-irradiated 
cobalt is more powerful than ra- 
dium, so its beam can be_mgre 
easily concentrated on cancerous 
growth, Dr. Smith said.

According to Johnston, there are 
two kinds of laughter: The laugh- 
ter of “evil men” as exemplified 
by the Soviet foreign minister’s 
reaction to the recent disarma- 
ment proposals advanced by the 
Western powers in Paris, and the 
laughter of men of good will who 
“laugh with one another and re- 
joice when the cause of social Jus- 
tice is advanced.” 


The laughter of an evil man, 
Johnston observed, is “not the 
laughter of sharing, or joy—for 
the most part his laughter is an 
exaggerated sneer and at best it is 
an effort to steel himself against 
decent human impulses.” 

Recalling that Vishinsky said 
he was unable to. sleep “for 
laughing” at these Paris disarma- 
ment proposals, Johnston added: 

“I wonder whether Mr. Vishin- 
sky laughed when Czechoslovakia 
was enslaved? Did he laugh at 
the death of the martyred 
Masaryk? Did he laugh as the 
chains were shackled on this once 
free people? 

“And I wonder whether this 
man, who gained fame behind the 
Iron Curtain and‘ infamy among 
free men as the ruthless prose- 
at the Moscow purge trials, 
cutor at the Moscow purge trials, 
laughed as his victims gave their 
tortured confessions? Did he laugh 
when they were shot? 

“And I wonder if the prisoners 
in the Soviet slave labor camps 
are laughing.

Autumn Color Parade

Garden lovers should have a lot of plans up their sleeves these 
There’s November work to do; plans to make for holiday 
arrangements; garden gifts to consider and buy and study ideas 


forcing. Some of those that 
have already had from four to 
six weeks in the cold frame may 
be brought indoors. 

If any chrysanthemums have 
finished blooming, the beds 
should be cleaned. Plants should 
be cut just above the surface 
and burned. Clumps to be used 
for propagating should be lifted 
and placed in a cold frame or 
given a mulch of straw. 

Pansies and English daisies 
should be transplanted _ this 
month. Both these flowers like 
soil well filled with humus and 
lots of plant food. For best 
flowers, the plants should be fed 
at least once each month with a 
liquid plant food. 

Decorator’s Tip: The use of 
dried material in flower arrang- 
ing has achieved great popu- 
larity during the past few years. 
The use today represents a great 
advance from the bunches of 
cattails and peacock feathers on 
Victorian mantelpieces and even 
from the dried strawflowers, 
pampas grass and everlastings 
which seemed to constitute the 
entire supply of preserved mate- 
rials a few years ago. Florists 
have unusual and beautiful ar- 
rangements for those who wish 
to buy one already made up, but 
the current season offers many 
an opportunity for using imagi- 
nation and artistic ability. 

Hobby Tips: Why not try col- 
lecting unusual-containers? Aft- 
er acquiring a few good ones, 
many may be added which cost 
almost nothing. They can in- 
clude anything—an old battery 
jar, part of a palm trunk, hol- 
lowed stone, a drain pipe, part 
of a root or a piece of fungus. 
Antique china pieces may be 
used for sentimental reasons as 
well as from the standpoint of 
unusual beauty.

What Makes a Man, Nutritionwise? 
Stanton Students. Learn Easy Way 


By MARTHA SMITH 


The word “metabolism” prob- 
ably means little to most grade 
school students, but in at least 
one case fifth and sixth grade 
students learn its principles 
painlessly. . - 

When health inspections oc- 
curred at Frank L. Stanton 
school this year, Mrs. Mary 
Garrison noted carefully the 
name of her student whose 
weight and bodily proportions 
checked in perfectly. 

That student is Jack Vincent, 
sixth grader. 

In connection with the study 
of food and body-building ... 
nutrition, if you please... 
this’ class cut a silhouette fig- 
ure of Jack Vincent. The fig- 
ure is four feet high. Then the 
class mounted the silhouette on 
a bulletin board. 

Using pictures of food, and 
ribbons to variods parts of the 
body, this class illustrated prin- 
ciples of nutrition. Ribbon 
from milk goes to the teeth, in- 
dicating calcium value; the car- 
rot’s ribbon goes to the eye, 
pointing up Vitamin A content, 
And so it goes with bone build- 
ers, muscle-developing foods, 
etc., Mrs. Garrison said. 

“This proved a most success- 
ful way to teach nutrition. The 
class did the actual work and, 
in the process, became _ con- 
scious of body-builders. The 
best part is the way they seem 
to carry their new-found 
knowledge into actual practice. 
For example, now 32 of my 
34 pupils eat our’ balanced 
cafeteria school lunch each day. 
They eat more of the varieties 
of food and clean their plates 
better than they did before we 
took up this study.” 

Each year Mrs. Garrison tries 
some novel, appealing method 
of bringing this important sub- 
ject to her class. She is a 
teacher with three years ex- 
perience in Atlanta, and previ- 
ous service in Florida.

It is possible to be at war 
with your jadolescents and still 
retain your authority, which, 
by the way, is not the same as 
influence. You may be able to

Tips on Heating 


Canned Vegetables 


To be sure you retain all the 
good food values to be had from 
canned vegetables, prepare them 
like this. First, pour off vegeta- 
ble liquid into a saucepan. Boil 
it down rapidly until it has re- 
duced approximately one-half. 
Then add the vegetable: heat 
quickly.

The Southeast, under the As- 
sociation of American Railroads

Hampton Roads, 
Charleston, Pensacola, Mobile and 
New Orleans were additionally 
dumping record volumes of coal 
into ships for destinations over- 
seas. We were really loading stuff 
in that year—but how are we do- 
ing today in comparison.

Notice, Healy points out, that 
the Southeast, which in prior years 
had not been considered a “grain” 
territory, is now loading more than 
150,000 carloads of grain a year. 

Grain elevators are becoming a 
part of our scenery. Last month, 
Continental Grain opened a new 
one at Memphis; Cargill, Inc., has 
just completed a new 500,000- 
bushel facility at Natchez, Miss., 
the capacity of Public Grain Ele- 
vator at New Orleans is being 
doubled and Mobile will place a 
new elevator into operation next 
month, 


DIVERSIFICATION NOTED 

Use of diesel power and natural 
gas have reduced demands for 
coal, but the section is fairly close 
to the 1947 level for that com- 
modity and should run ahead be- 
fore the yéar is completed, Healy 
points out. 

The Southeast’s coke plants in 
the Birmingham District are sup- 
plying increasing tonnages to 
Northern steel mills. Importation 
of ore through New Orleans and 
Mobile. a World War II develop- 
ment, is now a regular business. 

“The increase in lumber and 
forest products spotlights, of 
course, the production of pulp- 
wood for our ever-growing paper 
mills,” Healy explains. 

He concludes that.the real story 
of the Southeast’s progress in the 
last five years alone is in the com- 
parative loadings of miscellaneous 
commodities. 

“Miscellaneous commodities,” he 
says, “reflect the tremendous ex- 
pansion, 
velopment of this territory—not- 
ably paper, steel—including such 
comparatively new manufactures 
as tinplate and _ steel -pipe—tex- 
tiles, such as nylon, rayon and cot- 
tons; phosphate, chemicals, alumi- 
num, canned goods. aggregates, 
imports and exports.”

Notice we're 
now loading about 3.000.006 cars 
fn a 12-month period and loadings 
are increasing.

Fertilizer Pros 


pects Aired 


By Plant Food Leader Here 


Will the farmer be able to g 
in this time of war, when muniti 


et as much fertilizer as he needs 
ons-making is greedy for the two 


prime raw materials in fertilizer—nitrogen and sulphuric acid? 


The answer appears to be “ves, 
says J. E. Totman, chairman. of 
the board of directors of the Na- 
tional Fertilizer Association. 

“Prospects are reasonably good 
that there’ll be enough fertilizer 
to go around,” Totman said here 
Monday. “Although the farmer 
may not be able to get as much 
fertilizer as he would like, he is 
‘fairly certain not to go too hun- 
‘gry for it.” 

Totman is in Atlanta for the 
25th annual Southern convention 
of the National Fertilizer Asso- 
ciation, Inc., which will continue 
‘through Wednesday at the Bilt- 
‘more Hotel. 

He said there is no apparent 
shortage ahead for nitrogen—in 
fact the planting season of 1951- 
52 should have obtainable at least 
five per cent more nitrogen than 
‘the previous year. But sulphuric 
acid causes more concern. 
| The world-wide sulphur short- 
age comes into play here. Sul- 


'phur is used by the fertilizer in-| 
gs;dustry to make sulphuric acid 


which, in turn, is converted into 


super-phosphates for the farmers. 

For a while it looked as if the 
fertilizer industry was in a 
bad deal in sulphur allocations, 
Totman said, but the government 
has come around to a more gen- 
erous viewpoint and things are 
shaping up more optimistically 
now. 

Totman said the Southeast con- 
tinues to use about 50 per cent 
of the nation’s fertilizer out- 
put, but the Middle West is mak- 
ing percentage gains in consump- 
tion. 

The association executive said 
the South is 50 vears ahead of the 
remainder of the country in soil 
conservation practices. He com- 
mented on the great strides made 
in this section in the reclaiming 
of submarginal lands and in crop 
diversification. 

“Georgia has made more prog- 
ress in agricultural diversifica- 
tion than any other state in the 
nation,” he said. He was particu- 
larly impressed by this state's 
‘progress in grasses.
